Christmas tree, for a large number 
of cities have community Christmas 
trees. 
Christmas trees don't just happen 
at Christmas time. 
Their sources are 
definitely determined. 
Maine, 
New 
Hampshire, Vermont, the Berkshire 
hills in Massachusetts, and the Adi- 
rondacks and the 
Catskills 
in New 
York are the sources of supply 
for 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston, 
and even for Baltimore and Washing­ 
ton. 
The forests of Michigan, Wis 
consin and Minnesota 
furnish 
the 
markets of Chicago, St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis, and the cities of the 
Plains 
States. 
The mountains of the Wes 
are the source for that region. 
The center of the 
Christmas tree 
industry lies in the big cities of the 
East. 
New York City and the 
New 
England States use sonoe 
1,500,000 
trees, a large proportion of the total 
output. 
Christmas trees are excep 
tionally popular in the North as the 
evergreens bring back a hint of 
de­ 
parted summer. 
Christmas 
trees 
vary 
in height 
from 5 to 35 feet. 
More apartments 
in cities have increased the demand 
for “table” trees. 
These are from 1 
to 3 feet high. Trees 4 to 7 feet high 
are leaders in sales. 
Short-jointed, 
stocky trees are most sought. Prices 
run from 25c to $5 each, with 
some 
selling as high a> $35.

city market prices. Trees sold in the 
city for 25 cents often bring only 5 
cents on the farm and SI.50 trees in 
the market may have sold originally 
for as little as 15 cents.

Calfor- 
nians sometimes use the incense ced­ 
ar and the redwood.

each year. Computed on the basis of 
the number sold, every third or fourth 
family in America has a Christmas 
tree. 
Probably the children of many 
more families enjoy some sort 
of 
Christmas tree, for a large number 
of cities have community Christmas 
trees. 
Christmas trees don’t just happen 
at Christmas time. Their sources are 
definitely determined. 
Maine, 
New 
Hampshire, Vermont, the Berkshire 
hills in Massachusetts, and the Adi- 
rondacks and the 
Catskills 
in New 
York are the sources of supply 
for 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston, 
and even for Baltimore and Washing­ 
ton. 
The forests of Michigan, Wis­ 
consin and Minnesota 
furnish 
the 
markets of Chicago, St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis, and the cities of the 
Plains 
States. 
The mountains of the West 
are the source for that region. 
The center of the 
Christmas tree 
industry lies in the big cities of the 
East. New York City and the 
New 
England States use some 
1,500,000 
trees, a large proportion of the total 
output. 
Christmas trees are excep­ 
tionally popular in the North as the 
evergreens bring back a hint of de­ 
parted summer. 
Christmas 
trees 
vary 
in height 
from 5 to 35 feet. 
More apartments 
in cities have increased the demand 
for "table” trees. 
These are from 1 
to 3 feet high. Trees 4 to 7 feet high 
are leaders in sales. 
Short-jointed, 
stocky trees are most sought. Prices 
run from 25c to $5 each, with 
some 
selling as high as $35.

In an attempt to 
solve this problem, a group of farm­ 
ers in the White Mountain district 
of New Hampshire have organized 
for the co-operative sale of trees cut 
in that region. 
They have adopted 
systematic cutting practices that will 
not deplete the stands of trees 
on 
their lands. By using care in the se­ 
lection of trees 
for 
cutting 
and 
taking only those that can be spared 
without reducing the productiveness 
of the forests, there will be plenty of 
trees for Christmas use now and in 
the future. 
Foresters strongly con­ 
demn the practices of indiscriminate 
and destructive cutting. 
The fir is most popular for Christ­ 
mas trees, especially in the 
North­ 
eastern and Lake States, because of 
its long, springy branches, which are 
deep green, fragrant and long-last­ 
ing. 
Next to the fir come spruces, 
hemlock, pines and cedars. 
In 
the 
Northeastern and Lake States 
the 
balsam fir is most popular while 
in 
the South the Fra*er fir is most used. 
In the Rocky Mountain States, Doug­

Pacific coast demand is chiefly sup­ 
plied with Douglas fir, hemlock, and 
white fir. 
Black and red spruces are

A new development in the Christ­

The Forest Service 
says growing

Manchuria is the Belgium of the 
F ar 
East. 
In 
the 
past wars have 
been fought there and future wars 
will no doubt be fought there, even if 
the present quarrel between ( hina 
and Japan is patched up. 
It is 
the 
storm center of the east. 
It is where 
the Japanese, Chinese and the Rus­ 
sian interests come into conflict. The 
country is rich. 
It is three times the 
size of the Great Britain and Ireland, 
and is as large as our State of Tex­ 
as. 
Its arable soil is eight times as 
vast as that of Great Britain and Ire­ 
land, and three time larger than that 
of Texas. 
Only a strip of sea separates Man­ 
churia from 
Japan. 
Although 
its 
population is between thirty and thir­ 
ty-five millions, it can easily hold 
a 
population of one hundred and twen­ 
ty millions. 
At first Manchuria 
was 
populated predominantly by the Man- 
chus, but in recent years the Chinese 
have been pouring into the country, 
because there they found more secur­ 
ity and peace. 
The Manchurian occupation by J a ­ 
pan is a double-barreled pistol held

alike. 
Japan wants that vast terri­ 
tory. 
She might give her imperial­ 
istic aspirations all sorts of diploma­ 
tic deceiving terms, but the fact re­ 
mains that she wants Manchuria. She 
has it today and she expects to keep 
it, and may keep it, because who is 
going to drive her out? 
Twice Japan went to war to secure 
a holding there.

And Japan 
has selected the right moment. 
Germany is out of combat.

la n d has both her hands full with her 
| domestic and colonial problems. Italy 
1 hasn’t a cent. 
France does not care

part of Japan. *It may concern

I United States. 
Japan knows that no 
American government would dare to 
go to war with her to keep

American people would certainly not 
tolerate it. 
Japan knows this,

shewill stay where 
she is. 
China, 
even United China, may squirm and

It is openly saying no. 
There is another menace. 
Soviet 
! Russia will not brook the Japanese

In our 
prejudice against the Bolsheviks we 
may presume that Soviet Russia 
is 
not in a position to put up a fight 
| against the Japanese. 
It is enough 
that Soviet Russia is deeply concern­ 
ed over the Japanese occupation 
of 
Manchuria. 
So far she has watched 
. to see if the western powers will fall 
' into a scramble to put the Japanese 
1 out of Manchuria. 
If the League fails we may send 
a few high-sounding protests to J a ­ 
pan. 
Then we will wash our hands 
j of th£ whole affair. 
A fter that we 
| may head from Russia. 
It may b e , 
: six months, or it may be a year, bu. i 
j if the Japanese complete the occupa- J 
, tion of Manchuria, and the League J 
t and the United States confess their 
l inability “to do justice to the Chinese 
j claims”, then China will throw her- 
| self into the arms of Russia.

the caldron of war to commence in

pendent of imports of foreign raw 
material. 
She has built vast facto­ 
ries and up-to-date plants in Dairen. 
She has technical schools as good as 
one can find in any western country. 
The dwellings she has put up for the 
miners would put to shame the little 
brick and wooden hutches in any min­ 
ing region in America, England 
or 
France. 
They even excel 
those 
in 
Germany. 
Japan has so far two hundred thou­ 
sand of her nationals in Manchuria. 
She is still sending settlers by ship­ 
loads.
